As you study the designs, photographs 
and sectional views of Brasco sash, corner 
and division bars pictured, you will un- 
derstand why over 75,000 merchants have 
installed Brasco copper store fronts and 
why conscientious architects and con- 
tractors prefer Brasco.

THOUSANDS of stores "die" every year- 
close their doors to the public — cause their 
owners losses totaling millions of dollars.

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The construction of Brasco "Island" type arcade 
front number one is very moderate in cost and gives 
splendid window display on a comparatively narrow 
front. This design is especially adapted for women s 
wear and clothing, the center case often being reserved 
for millinery, shoes or special items. 



F I ^HE center "island" show case is an 
outstanding feature of this arcade 
type Brasco front. Another important 
feature is the visibility of the complete 
display from the street. Merchandise ex- 
hibited in a front of this design has an 
appeal that turns casual glances into 
sales. The "island" acts as a pivot point 
about which shoppers circulate, thus 
viewing the entire display while gradu- 
ally getting nearer to the double swing- 
ing doors that form the entrance to the 
store itself. There are many thousands 
of Brasco fronts of this type working day 
and night increasing their owners' profits. 
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HERE is an absolutely modern and 
very popular Brasco design that 
provides a shallow depth store with ex- 
tra large display space. A touch of ele- 
gance is added to your displays with this 
design and it offers great possibilities 
for effective lighting. Building or re- 
modeling with this type of front is sur- 
prisingly simple and can be accomplished 
at a very moderate expenditure. About 
46 feet of windows may be had on a 
frontage of only 30 feet. The patented 
Brasco corner bars hold glass firmly and 
safely, and the beautiful lines of Brasco 
sash, mouldings and side jambs, form a 
frame that adds to the attractiveness of 
any merchandise display.

The double entrance is effective in attracting customers 
to the inside. For ladies' wearing apparel, dry goods, 
shoe and drug stores, Brasco design number two 
always results in a beautiful front that keeps the cash 
register ringing. 
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This type of front is particularly attractive for shoe 
stores, haberdasheries and the like. The installation 
work is simple and can be accomplished very quickly.

THE arched front is as practical as it 
is beautiful. At a moderate cost, it 
gives a customer-inviting expanse of dis- 
play space for merchandise that leads 
trade to the door and into the store. 
Glistening in the sunshine, the brilliant 
copper of this Brasco store front attracts 
the eyes of buyers and wins their patro- 
nage. The arrangement may be enriched 
with stone or marble bulk head panels in- 
stead of wood. 
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FOR the attractive gift shop, art 
shop, jewelry, candy or out-of- 
the-ordinary store, this especially 
neat appearing Brasco store front is 
a big help in drawing patrons. The 
vaulted canopy extending slightly 
over the sidewalk is easy to con- 
struct and because it is unusual it 
pulls business. The marble base with 
copper bulkhead above, puts the 
merchandise display floor on an easy 
level with the eye — a feature partic- 
ularly desirable in displaying small 
articles such as jewelry or art nov- 
elties. 




The advantages of Brasco store front No. 4 are evident 
in this plan view. Liberal display space on a narrow 
frontage — often not over 15 feet — with the novel, atten- 
tion-getting extending canopy, enables this Brasco 
front to help small stores do big business.

THIS semi-arcade design is particularly suited for the display of general or large mer- 
chandise, furniture, pianos, department stores, etc. Like all Brasco designs this front 
gives maximum display space and visibility for the frontage utilized. The roomy entrance 
with recesses on either side allow ample space for shoppers to view displays, at the same 
time giving plenty of room for traffic in and out of the store. With Brasco materials, 
arcade fronts of this kind can be quickly installed by ordinary workmen. 





A large number of variations of this Brasco design are possible. The win- 
dows may be planned larger or smaller than shown, deeper or shallower, 
or the recess arrangement can be varied to suit. The Brasco service depart- 
ment is always ready to help in designing just the front needed to meet your 
special requirements.

It is a Brasco design that utilizes beauty and 
full advanta ges of the arcade and it is so constructed that all displays are visible from the 
street. 

The five separate cases provide ample room for displays of every department. One of 
the features of this design is that there is twice as much display space as there is store 
frontage. Three spacious entrance-ways attract passersby to the arcade displays and 
double entrance relieves the handling of crowds. The general effect of this front is to 
impress people with the largeness of the store.

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Brasco Makes An Artistic Store Front 

BRASCO copper store fronts invariably exhibit r a truly 
artistic touch in design. This one is an especially good 
example. The front is designed for use on a street where the 
lots slant and stores are an odd shape. It turns into an ad- 
vantage what would ordinarily be pronounced a disad vantage. 
Note the symmetry and general artistic sweeps of this design.

THE wise merchant today 
turns blank side wall space 
into dollars by putting in isolated 
side display windows as shown 
above. As one prominent retailer 
said, "Show the public what you 
have to sell in the most alluring 
manner possible and they will 
buy."

With an I beam set between two supporting columns, 
remodeling a dark dead side wall into a bright live 
customer-pulling display is an easy matter with 
Brasco materials. Merchants are glad to pay for this 
suggestion and type of installation. 
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HERE is an ideal arrangement 
for corner stores where the 
front width does not exceed 26 feet. 
It gives an unbroken display of 
great customer-drawing power. The 
depth of the side return can be 
varied to meet conditions as well as 
the height of the bulkhead, thus 
assuring the best display height for 
drugs, candies, hardware, dry goods 
or other merchandise. The very 
moderate cost of this type of corner 
front and its business-pulling value 
have made it one of the most popular 
Brasco designs. 




This Brasco design for corner stores is very simple in 
construction. On a 26-foot front it gives two fine dis- 
play windows over eight feet wide on either side of the 
entrance with a side display window as big as the 
space available permits. 
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No. 12 




The corner show case in this Brasco design is built around the sup- 
porting pillar. A convenient door makes changing the trim an easy 
matter. Note how customers walking in from either street directly 
face the entrance door — a big help in getting them inside. 



THIS Brasco design for corner 
stores has the big advantage 
of having both entrance door and 
display space right on the corner, 
accessible and visible from two 
streets. The corner show case dis- 
plays merchandise to shoppers com- 
ing out of the store as well as to 
passersby— a very valuable fea- 
ture.

A front of this type gives ade- 
quate display space for a wide variety of mer- 
chandise and always appears impressive.

WHERE the store is narrow but 
deep, this arcade type Brasco 
copper store front gives maximum 
display space. The recessed entrance- 
way gives an opportunity for six sep- 
arate groupings of merchandise in 
addition to the two front window dis- 
plays and four smaller entrance win- 
dows. Passersby, attracted by the 
gleaming of Brasco's brilliant copper, 
are within the entrance and entirely 
surrounded by tempting merchandise 
displays almost before they know it.

Its 
quality is based, not alone on the heavy copper 
used, but in utilizing the merit of wood setting; 
wood setting, recognized by architects, builders 
and insurance companies as the safest setting 
for glass. 

As will be seen from a study of the sectional 
sash picture above, this construction gives the 
advantages of imperishable creosoted cypress 
core and the beautifying and protective qualities 
of pure lake copper. 

Instead of the loose and varying grip, or the 
hard tension grip, Brasco copper covered creo- 
soted wood sash holds the glass supple, yet

Glass is set from the 
outside, facilitating installation, and the sash 
placed by the indirect screw pressure method. 

In addition to these features, Brasco sash has 
the widest drainage gutter of any store front 
construction, affords more ventilation than any 
other copper front, minimizing frosting and 
sweating. 

Brasco jamb, transom, sill and sash members 
all take standard sizes of lumber, copper is used, 
only where copper is necessary, therefore Brasco 
costs less. Full sized detail sheets will be sent 
on request.

Strong, Reverse Angle Corner Bar 
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Contractors often write us that installation of Brasco 
copper store fronts require less time and present a 
better appearance when finished than any other type 
of copper store front. 



WHERE one large window is 
desired for group merchandise 
displays, Brasco design 18 pictured 
above fills the need. Side entrances 
like this are often essential and do 
give the advantage of a wide sweep 
of show window. This Brasco de- 
sign is in favor with tailors, dry 
cleaners, notion stores, bakeries and 
with open back is ideal for grocery, 
fruit, vegetable and kindred stores 
not exceeding 22 feet in width. The 
merchant with a Brasco front like 
this will find his sales growing and 
his standing in the community 
greatly enhanced. 
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OTREET entrance to the upper 
^ floors need not deprive the mer- 
chant of always-valuable show win- 
dow space if this Brasco design is 
used. In fact the merchant gains a 
point in that people passing to and 
from the upper floors must view his 
displays. This arcade style front has 
given Brasco customers much satis- 
faction. It is especially desirable 
where the frontage available does 
not exceed 35 feet. This design has 
paid for itself many times over in 
added sales, according to reports 
from hundreds of progressive mer- 
chants. It will do the same for you. 




This plan view shows how simple design No, 19 is to 
construct. A mirror placed on the inside recess wall 
to the left adds to the arrangement, or a shallow show 
case may be built in if desired.

This design affords a method of getting unusually 
great window display frontage on a narrow store.

•* tending to lead toward the inside, as 
is more plainly illustrated in the floor plan 
at the left, Brasco copper store fronts are 
widely imitated — one proof of their supe- 
riority.
